Facts Revealed for First Time. 

During the course of the letter’s dis- 
cussion of the various charges made, 
the following facts hitherto undis- 
closed were revealed for the first time: 

That the Canadian government re- 
cently asked the United States for per- 
mission to ship “war equipment” across 
Alaska to the sea, and the request was 
refused.
